The  Eighteenth  Year  of  the 
Alumni  Fund 

When  one  considers  the  fact  that  the  x\lumni  Fund 
is  now  entering  into  its  eighteenth  year,  he  naturally 
takes  a  retrospective  view;  in  doing  so  he  is  impressed 
with  the  steady  growth  both  in  the  interest  of  the  alumni 
and  the  contributions  made.  The  first  year  of  the  Fund 
lirought  in  something  in  excess  of  $9,000,  with  about 
800  contributors.  From  year  to  year  this  Fund  has 
steadily  increased,  and  while  some  years  since  the  in- 
auguration of  the  Fund  larger  con- 
tributions have  been  made,  during  the 
year  which  ended  on  the  31st  of  May 
last  the  Fund  amounted  to  $33,284, 
with  1100  contributors.  Of  this 
amount  $26,391  was  undesignated  as 
to  where  the  same  should  be  expended, 
while  $6,892  was  directed  to  be  spent 
for  certain  purposes  named  by  the 
donor.  As  has  been  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  alumni  from  the  very 
beginning  of  the  founding  of  the  Fund, 
where  the  donor  designates  how  he 
wishes  his  contribution  to  be  used, 
bis  request  is  scrupulously  followed. 
The  rest  of  the  Fund  is  applied  by 
the  authorities  of  the  College  to  such 
purposes  as  they  feel  are  to  the  best 
interest  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
College  in  its  operation. 

The  alumni  will  already  have  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  Co-Chairmen 
of  this  Eighteenth  Fund,  Theo  Maben 
(if  liichmond,  of  the  Class  of  '2T,  and 
the  Honorable  William  B.  Spong,  Class 
of  '41,  of  Portsmouth,  Virginia,  which 
we  believe  presents  the  cause  in  a  manner  so  clearly 
and  forcibly  and  breathing  such  loyalty,  that  reference 
to  this  letter  will  mean  more  to  the  alumni  than  can 
lie  conveyed  by  the  editors.  Naturally  what  the  editors 
write  with  reference  to  the  Fund  will,  as  the  reader 
iiuist  realize,  contain  a  good  deal  of  repetition.  How- 
ever, we  do  wish  not  only  to  concur  with  what  is  said 
in  the  letter  from  the  Co-Chairmen  but  to  urge  each 
and  every  alumnus  to  make  his  best  effort  to  see  that 
the  goal  of  $-50,000  set  by  this  letter  is  met  and  to  say, 
what  the  alumni  already  know,  that  their  contributions 
will  be  received  by  the  College  with  great  satisfaction 
and  gratitude  and  will  mean  much  to  its  successful 
operation.

Mrs.  India  Knight  Dunnington 

Celebrates  Her  Hundredth 

Birthday 

June  6  last  was  a  day  which  will  long  be  remembered 
in  this  community  and  the  surrounding  counties.  It  was 
the  hundredth  birthday  of  Mrs.  India  Knight  Dun- 
ningion,  the  widow  of  the  late  W.  G.  Dunnington.  It 
was  an  occasion  of  great  interest  also  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  W.  G.  Dunnington  was  an  outstanding 
and  successful  man  of  business  who 
had  made  his  home  at  "Poplar  Hill" 
and  contributed  much  to  the  progress 
of  Farmville.   He  was  engaged  in  the 
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tobacco  business  and  his  interests 
reached  far  beyond  his  home.  His 
operations  extended  to  New  York, 
Kentucky,  and  other  states,  and  also 
to  foreign  countries. 

The  three  sons  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dunnington  are  J.  W.  Dunnington  of 
Farmville,  also  engaged  in  the  tobacco 
business :  W.  G.  Dunnington,  Jr.,  a 
prominent  lawyer;  and  John  H.  Dun- 
nington, an  eminent  eye  specialist  of 
New  York — all  educated  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Not  only  is  this  true,  but 
while  Mr.  W.  G.  Dunnington,  Sr.,  was 
never  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
he  was  for  many  years  a  valuable 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In 
addition,  and  showing  further  the  close 
connection  of  Mrs.  Dunnington  with 
the  College,  her  father.  Captain  John 
H.  Knight  of  the  Confederate  Army, 
was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1848  and 
a  brother.  General  John  T.  Knight,  a  West  Point  grad- 
uate, was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1880.  Two  other 
brothers.  William  B.  Knight  and  Carter  Copeland 
Knight,  were  of  the  Class  of  1890  and  1893  respectively. 
This,  the  100th  birthday  of  Mrs.  Dunnington  was 
culminated,  as  was  most  fitting,  with  a  wonderful  birth- 
day dinner  at  Poplar  Hill,  where  were  gathered  her 
three  sons  and  her  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Sallie  Dunning- 
ton Clapham,  who  resides  with  her  mother,  and  Mrs. 
E.  S.  Shields,  who  lives  in  Farmville,  as  well  as  grand- 
children and  other  members  of  the  family,  some  coming 
from  a  long  distance.  This  fine  old  home.  Poplar  Hill, 
famed  for  its  hospitality,  where  Mrs.  Dunnington  has 
spent  almost  her  entire  life,   was  the   ideal  place  for 
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such  a  jiiitlu'riiifi'.  Mrs.  Duiiniii>;ti)ii  enjoys  the  best  of 
health,  neither  lier  eyesight  nor  hearing  are  impaired, 
and  lier  mentality  is  as  keen  as  ever.  Her  interest  in  her 
childreu,  the  community,  and  affairs  generally  is  un- 
abated. Active  physically,  she  still  comes  to  Farmville  to 
do  her  marketing,  supervises  her  lovely  flower  garden, 
and  is  the  final  arbiter  in  the  management  of  Poplar 
Hill  farm,  though  it  is  under  a  most  competent  manager. 
The  joy  both  to  ilrs.  Dunnington  and  to  her  family  who 
gathered  with  her  on  this  occasion  will  be  a  precious 
memory. 

Mrs.  Dunnington  received  felicitations  from  many, 
among  them  President  Eisenhower,  Mayor  Eobert  F. 
Wagner  of  New  York  City.  Senator  Harry  F.  Byrd. 
Representatives  Watkins  M.  Abbitt  and  William  M. 
Tuck,  as  well  as  from  Governor  Thomas  B.  Stanley. 
She  received  countless  congratulatory  letters  and  tele- 
grams from  relatives  and  friends. 

In  recognition  and  in  honor  of  this.  Mrs.  Dunnington's 
100th  birthday,  and  in  appreciation  of  her  loyal  support 
to  the  community  and  to  the  Southside  Community  Hos- 
])ital,  tlie  Board  of  ilanagers  of  the  hospital  have  placed 
in  the  foyer  of  the  hospital  a  bronze  plaque  commemo- 
rating Mrs.  Dunuington"s  100th  birthday  and  paying 
trilnite  to  her  keen  interest  and  generous  support  of  the 
institution. 

Moreover.  Mrs.  Dunnington  was  further  honored  by 
gifts  from  two  National  Foundations  toward  a  perm- 
anent endowment  of  the  hospital. 

Hampden-Sydney  College  wishes  for  her  many  more 
years  of  good  health,  enjoyment,  and  continued  unselfish 
usefulness. 


Interesting   Items 

►  Tile  majority  of  high  school  graduates  now  enter 
college,  according  to  figures  released  by  the  U.  S.  Oliice 
of  Education,  lu  1940  it  was  34.1 7o-  In  1956  it  was 
51.2  %.  It  should  be  apparent  to  high  school  admini- 
strators that  an  increasing  majority  of  their  students 
do  not  terminate  education  in  the  high  school — that 
college  preparation  is  now  a  major  concern  of  secondary 
education. 


►  Of  the  830  accredited  institutions  in  the  U.  S.  offer- 
ing the  B.A.  degree,  254  (30.6%)  require  foreign  lan- 
guage study  for  entrance  and  691  (83.6%)  require 
foreign  language  study  for  the  degree. 


►  For  the  first  time  a  strong  effort  is  to  be  made  to 
unionize  college  professors,  according  to  U.  S.  News  £ 
World  Report.  The  union's  proposals  for  minimum  pay 
in  colleges  range  from  $6,000  a  year  for  assistant  in- 
structors to  $15,000  a  year  for  full  professors.

The   Development    Program    at    Hampden-Sydney 

Without  attaching  a  title  to  it,  the  men  who  first 
envisioned  this  institution  most  certainly  had  a  develop- 
ment program  in  mind.  Tliey  knew  what  they  wanted  in 
terms  of  curriculum  and  they  proposed  the  means  by 
which  the  institution  could  he  founded  and  carried  on. 
For  almost  182  years  the  college  has  gone  through  many 
stages  of  growth,  each  representing  the  culmination  of 
particular  phases  of  development  planning.  Some  were 
designed  with  an  eye  to  the  future,  others  were  fashioned 
to  meet  exigencies  of  the  moment.  Certainly  the  insti- 
tution, the  trustees,  the  various  administrations,  the 
faculty,  and  all  of  those  responsible  for  the  college  over 
these  many  years  should  be  congratulated  for  the  great 
tradition  of  Christian  scholarship  they  created,  as  well 
as  the  physical  facilities  which  now  stand  for  all  to  see. 

Development  is  going  on  all  the  time,  knowingly  or 
unknowingly.  Each  time  the  name  of  Hampden-Sydney 
is  mentioned  to  a  stranger,  be  it  by  student,  admini- 
strator, faculty  member,  trustee,  alumnus,  or  friend,  an 
impression  of  the  institution  is  created.  Whether  that 
impression  is  good,  bad,  or  indift'erent  depends  on  what 
is  said  and  how  it  is  said.  The  written  word — whether 
in  a  formal  brochure  or  in  a  personal  or  business  letter 
from  the  college — plays  its  part  as  a  factor  affecting  the 
continuing  development  process. 

But  what  has  been  said  is  obvious.  Why  such  con- 
cern now  about  something  which  has  always  been  ad- 
equately managed  ? 

Hampden-Sydney  is  an  independent  college.  As  such, 
the  only  fixed  support  that  it  has  from  year  to  year  is 
the  income  from  its  invested  endowment.  Student  fees 
cannot  and  should  not  be  expected  to  pay  the  difference 
between  this  fixed  income  and  the  annual  cost  of  oper- 
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ating  the  institution.  As  a  result,  there  has  been  and 
continues  to  be  a  constant  search  for  funds  to  cover  the 
difference.  That  the  college  is  securing  sufficient  gifts 
to  operate  without  a  yearly  deficit  is  a  tribute  to  those 
responsible  for  l)uilding  the  circle  of  friends  now  exist- 
ing and  for  cultivating  their  interest  and  support. 

The  immediate  question  is  how  much  more  can  be 
accomplished.  What  is  the  future  potential  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  if  the  circle  is  widened  and  the  degree  of  in- 
terest deepened  ?  To  answer  the  question  we  must  look 
to  planning  and  coordinating  the  efforts  of  all  persons 
and  media  available  in  a  joint  effort  toward  the  im- 
mediate and  long  range  goals  of  the  college. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Director  of  Develop- 
ment to  plan  and  coordinate  this  progTam  ;  to  tell  the 
story  of  Hampden-Sydney  to  the  many  potential  friends 
of  the  college  in  a  manner  that  will  arouse  their  interest, 
secure  their  direct  support,  and  enlist  their  aid  in  spread- 
ing the  word  to  others.  The  greater  the  number  who  look 
with  favor  on  the  college,  the  greater  the  interest — and 
eventually,  the  greater  the  support  for  it.  It  is  this  sup- 
port which  enables  Hampden-Sydney  to  remain  inde- 
pendent, and  it  is  the  amount  of  this  support  which 
determines  our  rate  of  progress  toward  our  objectives. 

How  do  we  go  about  this  task  which  is  so  simple  to 
state  but  is  so  complex  in  operation?    Space  limits  the 
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(lisi-ussion  (if  ilctaili'cl  i)i'i;aiiizati(iu.  liut  there  are  ten 
liasie  ])riiieiiiles  of  ilevekipnient  which  shoiihl  he  present 
in  any  ])rograni  and  which  may  point  to  tlie  answer. 

I.  The  development  ]}ri)grani  of  each  institution  is 
unique  to  tlie  extent  that  tlie  individual  college  or  uni- 
MM-sity  is  itself  distinctive.  Therefore  the  development 
program  of  Hanijiden-Sydney  must  he  custom-built  to 
achieve  the  results  desired  for  Hampdeu-Sydney.  It 
must  be  based  on  the  particular  eoutvibntion  this  college 
can  make  to  our  culture  and  way  of  life  and  must  seek 
out  and  interest  those  who  believe  in  and  wish  to  per- 
petuate that  contribution. 

I I.  We  must  know  exactly  what  Hampdeu-Sydney  stands 
for.  where  it  is.  and  where  it  is  going.  We  must  have 
an  oljjective  in  terms  of  ])rogram.  a  plan  to  achieve  that 
olijective.  and  united  devotion  to  that  objective.  The 
case  of  Hampden-Sydney  should  not  be  one  of  "we  need.' 
The  statement  that  ire  nerd  more  scholarships,  new 
buildings,  new  equipment,  is  liald  indeed  and  certainly 
not  calculated  to  widen  nor  deepen  support  for  the  col- 
lege. Few  will  be  interested.  The  Ford  ilotor  Company 
does  not  ask  cu.stomers  to  buy  Fords  because  they  need 
to  pay  larger  dividends  nor  because  they  need  to  pay  the 
Directors  higher  salaries.  The  Red  Cross  does  not  sell 
its  needs.  Tlie  lied  Cross  beljis  disa.ster  victims  and  asks 
others  tci  join  them  in  that  worthy  enterprise. 

We  must  ask  our  friends  to  help  Hamjiden-Sydney 
educate  the  coming  generations,  the  men  who  will  take 
our  places  in  the  future  and  who  will  inherit  the  respon- 
sibility for  leading  this  country  of  ours,  where  the  sun 
shines  brighter  than  any  place  on  earth.  We  must  make 
friends  who  understand  that  it  is  an  oi)portunity  and  a 
privilege  to  be  able  to  lend  a  hand  in  this  noble  under- 
taking. 

If  we  know  our  iiurpose  and  how  we  intend  to  achieve 
it.  our  story  will  be  well  told.  We  do  not  need  to  use 
jiressure  or  to  sell  such  genuine  needs.  We  must  only 
])resent  opportunities  which  transcend  the  institution, 
oli])ortunities  which  our  friends  will  find  significant. 

III.  A  key  princii)le  is  simplicity.  The  development 
j)rogi-ams  which  have  excelled  in  long-time  results  are 
basically  simple  programs.  They  are  not  clever,  pressure 
sales  techniques,  but  are  by-products  of  simple  princi- 
l)les  applied  in  a  steady  organized  fashion.  The  top  pro- 
grams are  not  side-shows,  do  not  require  any  unpleasant 
badgering  of  friends:  neither  are  they  grim  and  pre- 
tentious. Katlier  they  jiut  a  premium  on  establishing 
good  fellowship  and  interest  in  a  worthy  goal  and  result 
in  a  sense  of  real  achievement — the  satisfaction  which 
comes  from  accomplishment. 

\y.  The  purpo.se  of  the  program  is  to  further  the  edu- 
cational objectives  of  the  college ;  therefore  the  basic 
viewpoint  of  the  program  must  be  educational.  It  must 
be  planned  and  carried  out  with  appreciation  and  under- 
standing of  the  educational  program  and  with  consider- 
ation for  the  needs  and  aspirations  of  all  those  who  are 
more  directly  and  formally  engaged  in  this  work.  It  is 
imjierative  that  those  guiding  and  directing  the  jirograni 
be  understanding,  sympathetic,  and  helpful  to  the  fac- 
ulty, the  staff,  and  the  student  l)ody. 

V.  Develo])nieiit  is  a  continuous  process.  There  will 
always  be  new  opportunities  for  program  improvement, 


in  addition  to  the  continuing  demands  for  maintenance 
and  replacement  of  buildings  and  equipment.  The  area 
of  salary  improvement  for  faculty  will  provide  constant 
demands  for  increased  financial  support  for  as  long  a.s 
we  can  contemplate.  Therefore,  we  must  seek  a  continu- 
ing increase  in  the  number  of  those  aetivelv  su])portini,r 
the  college.  The  circle  of  friends  should'  be  as  ever 
widening  as  the  rip])les  on  a  pond  into  which  a  stone 
has  lieen  tossed. 

This  does  not  preclude  intensive,  jieriodic  capital  cam- 
paigns. Indeed,  a  continuous  development  ]'rogram  can 
lay  the  ground  work  which  will  insure  the  succes.s  of  a 
ca])ital  gifts  campaign.  And  a  camjiaign  can  be  a  good 
test  of  strength  and  progress. 

VI.  Effective  communication  is  essential  to  any  such 
jirogram.  The  finest  faculty  ever  assembled  and  tlie  most 
modern  buildings  and  equijiment  will  not  a  college  make 
if  no  one  ever  hears  about  it.  Active  support  for  edu- 
cational institutions  comes  only  from  those  who  are  in- 
terested: and  interest  is  based 'on  information. 

The  problem  of  educational  philanthro|iv  is  not  to 
convince  i)eople  that  they  should  bec-ome  philanthropic. 
They  are  already  that.  The  only  ])roblem  is  to  attract 
them  to  education  in  their  giving.  This  country  has 
thousands  of  people  who  will  support  wholeheartedly  the 
Jirogram  of  Hampden-Sydney  if  they  are  given  the  op- 
portunity to  discover  that  this  is  an  area  of  effective 
philanthropy  and  tluis  develoji  a  personal  interest.  So 
we^  must  give  attention  primarily  to  locating,  enlisting, 
informing,  exciting,  holding,  and  appreciating  those 
volunteers  who  will  carry  the  .story  of  Hampden-Sydney 
into  every  corner  and  bring  new  believers  into  the  fold. 

^'II.  Participation  is  an  effective  method  of  Iniilding 
interest  and  concern.  We  must  jirovide  adequate  oppor- 
tunity for  j)otential  friends  to  participate  in  the  jiro- 
gram. We  must  encourage  them  to  visit  the  college,  to 
attend  lectures  and  programs  of  interest  on  the  Hill,  as 
well  as  alumni  meetings  in  their  area :  we  must  listen 
to  their  opinions  and  advice  when  offered  and  solicit 
them  when  they  are  not ;  we  must  make  them  feel  they 
are  a  part  of  the  great  enterjirise  which  is  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

\in.  Effective  expression  of  appreciation  is  still  the 
best  medium  for  retaining  a  friend,  and  it  is  easier  to 
retain  a  friend  than  to  make  a  new  one.  If  we  ask 
people  to  join  us  in  working  toward  our  objectives,  we 
must  show  how  their  sujijiort  is  helping  to  reach  our 
goals  and  thank  them  for  it.  Their  assistance  is  indis- 
pensable in  our  work — we  must  appreciate  it  genuinely 
and  tell  them  so  thoughtfullv. 

I.\.  Potential  friends  exist  in  many  categories  ("'pub- 
lii-s.''  to  the  ])ublic  relations  man )  and  they  should  be 
ajiproached  through  the  medium  of  their  j'articular 
interest.  There  are  several  well-defined  areas  of  potential 
sujiport  for  Hamjiden-Sydney.  These  are  the  alumni, 
members  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  business  corpor- 
ations, parents,  foundations,  residents  of  the  local  com- 
munity, friends  of  the  college  not  directly  tied  by  church 
or  alumni  relationships,  and  attorneys  who  might  in- 
rtuence  gifts  through  wills  and  bequests.  Each  of  these 
groups  contains  many  individuals  who  are  alreadv  will- 
ing and  eager  to  be  of  assistance.  Each  contains  many 
more  who  will  lend  their  support  if  they  are  informed 
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aud  iiiaile  aware  of  tlie  oppui-tunity  to  participate  in  an 
imaginative  and  soundly-conceived  program. 

The  development  office  of  the  college  will  provide  a 
central  staff  service  to  prevent  serious  overlapping  and 
conflict  among  these  groups.  This  is  not  too  difficult. 
Minor  ])rol)lems  may  occur,  but  the  hazard  in  develop- 
ment, isn't  multiple  solicitation  or  overlapping.  Tlie 
hazard  is  in  inaction — the  danger  that  whole  areas  of 
]iotentiaI  support  are  underdevelo]ied  and  too  many  in- 
dividuals are  inadeijuafely  informed,  served,  and  so- 
licited. 

X.  As  Daniel  II.  Burnhani.  architect  and  planner  of 
cities,  said  in  1907.  "JIake  no  little  plans.  They  have  no 
magic  with  which  to  stir  men's  blood.  Jlake  big  plans. 
Aim  high.  Remember  that  our  sons  and  grandsons  will 
do  things  that  would  stagger  our  imagination.  Eemem- 
ber  that  when  you  create  a  situation  that  captures  the 
imagination,  you  capture,  life,  reason,  everything." 

And  TJoger  Blough.  chairman  of  the  U.  S.  Steel 
Corporation,  said  in  1957,  "The  great  enterprises  of 
America  are  the  result — simply  and  solely — of  the  great 
expectations  of  the  American  jieople.  Tlie  future  is  for 
men  who  dare  to  have  great  expectations  and  who,  with 
guidance  and  encouragement  of  all  the  people  for  whom 
they  strive,  will  also  have  the  courage,  the  persistence, 
the  wisdom,  and  the  patience  to  transform  those  ex- 
pectations into  realities."' 

These  statements  speak  for  themselves  and,  sigiiifi- 
cautly  for  us.  are  equally  applicable  to  the  development 
])rograni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College.  We  must  pray 
for  the  wisdom,  vision,  and  courage  to  jdan  well  into 
the  future ;  and  we  must  invite  our  friends  to  help  make 
tliat  future  possil)le.

Two  more  men  were  added  to  the  Hampden-Sydney 
faculty  during  the  .summer:  Dr.  Harry  I.  Johnson  in 
the  Department  of  Chemistry  and  Mr.  John  Payson 
Kennedy  in  the  newly  created  Department  of  Sociology. 

Dr.  Johnson  was  formerly  head  of  the  Chemistry 
Dejiartment  at  Roanoke  College  in  Salem.  Va.,  retiring 
in  1945.  He  was  with  the  American  Viscose  Corpo- 
ration in  Eoanoke  from  194.'^  to  1955,  and  since  that 
time  has  conducted  a  consulting  chemistry  laboratory  at 
Salem. 

Though  a  native  of  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  he  took 
his  undergraduate  work  at  Eoanoke  College.  He  re- 
ceived his  Ph.D.  in  chemistry  from  Johns  Hopkins  in 
19i:.  During  World  War  I  he  was  the  head  of  the 
Chemistry  Dei)artinent  of  the  Medical  School  of  the 
University  of  Louisiana.  He  taught  for  two  years  at 
North  Carolina  State  College,  and  taught  in  summer

Dr.  Johnson  is  a  meniher  of  the  Anierieau  Chemistry 
Association,  a  charter  member  of  the  Virginia  Academy 
of  Science,  a  member  of  the  National  Geographic  Society, 
and  a  Fellow  in  the  American  Association  of  Engineers. 

Dr.  Johnson  is  teaching  at  Hampden-Sydney  ^Ion- 
days  through  Fridays,  returning  to  Salem  over  the  week 
ends.  Mrs.  Johnson  continues  to  live  in  Salem.  They 
have  two  children:  a  daughter  who  is  a  research  chemist 
and  a  son  wlio  is  a  practicing  physician  in  Roanoke. 

ilr.  John  Payson  Kennedy  was  horn  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia.,  where  his  father  was  later  on  the  faculty  of 
Georgia  Institute  of  Technology.  He  attentied  Erskine 
College  for  two  years,  then  transferred  to  Emory  Uni- 
versity, where  he  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and 
gradu'ateil  with  a  B.A.  degree  in  philosophy  and  socio- 
logy'. After  a  .sojourn  in  the  United  States  Army  In- 
telligence Service.  Mr.  Kennedy  entered  the  Graduate 
School  at  Emory  University  and  has  completed  his  work 
for  his  Master's  Degree  in  sociology.  His  coming  to 
Hampden-Sydney  has  two  unusual  features.  He  will 
venture  to  teacli  in  a  field  which  has  been  taboo  at 
Ham]iden-Sydney  for  ISl  years,  namely  sociology  and 
anthro))ology.  Also  he  will  divide  his  time  between 
teaching  at'  Hampden-Sydney  on  Tuesday.  Thursday, 
and  Saturday  and  at  Longwood  College  on  ilonday, 
Wednesday,  and  Friday.  He  will  thus  .serve  as  a  kind 
of  liaison  otticer  or  di]ilonuitic  envoy  between  the  two 
institutions,  cementing  the  now  cordial  relations  between 
Longwood  and  Hampden-Sydney.  ilr.  Kennedy  is 
married  and  is  the  father  of  two  daughters,  one  born 
just  ten  days  before  the  ojiening  of  college.  He  will  make 
his  home  in  Parmville.  The  two  courses  which  he  will 
teach  are  genei'al  sociology  and  cultural  antliropology. 

The  College  may  consider  itself  fortunate  to  add  these 
two  men  to  the  able  instructors  listed  in  the  July  issue 
of  The  PiX'ORi).  The  faculty  now  totals  thirty-one, 
probalily  an  all-time  maximum. 


Again,  Capacity  Enrollment  for 
the  New^  Session 

As  last  session,  the  enrollment  of  students  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  for  the  1957-58  year  taxes  the  capacity  of  the 
College.  104  men  are  registered,  five  more  than  last 
year.  Of  these,  120  are  freshmen;  a  year  ago  there 
were  141.  This  decline  is  due  to  the  larger  number  of 
old  men  returning,  necessitating  a  cut  in  the  number  of 
the  new  men  admitted. 

This  is  the  first  year  that  applicants  for  admission 
have  been  required  to  take  College  Entrance  Exami- 
nation Board  tests. 


One-Third  of  Freshmen  from 
out  of  State 

This  year  moi'e  fi'eshmen  than  usual  come  from  states 
other  than  Virginia.  (Jf  the  120  new  men,  41  (34.1%) 
are  non-\'irginians,  though  several  have  Virginia  par- 
ents or  other  ties  to  the  Old  Dominion.  The  "foreigners" 
are  always  a  wholesome  leavening  for  the  student  body.

July  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees 

At  the  annual  July  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
liiclunond.  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  '08.  Richmond  surgeon 
and  i>resident  of  Johnston-\\'illis  IIos|)ital,  was  reelected 
chairman  of  the  Board,  and  Jiobert  S.  Brenaman,  "2(5. 
also  of  Eichniond,  was  reelected  secretary.  J.  W.  Dun- 
ning-fon,  '11,  of  Farmville  was  elected  as  new  vice  chair- 
man of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Johns  disclosed  that  gifts  totaling  $242,413  were 
received  by  the  College  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30.  Largest  of  the  gifts  was  a  grant  of  $88,500  from  the 
Ford  Foundation,  for  an  endowment  to  support  in- 
creases in  faculty  salaries.  Corporate  gifts  distributed 
through  the  Virginia  Foundation  for  Lulependent  Col- 
leges amounted  to  $17,420,  more  than  1.000  alumni 
gave  $33,284,  and  more  than  $42,000  of  undesignated 
funds  came  from  churches  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  of 
the  Presliyterian  Church,  U.S. 

President  Joseph  C.  Ivobert  said  that  "gifts  to  the 
ojierating  fund  have  enabled  us  to  end  the  year  with  a 
balanced  budget,  while  gifts  to  endowment  have  ma- 
terially strengthened  our  financial  ])osition  for  the 
future.'"  However,  he  added  that  ".  .  .  inflation,  main- 
tenance costs,  and.  above  all,  the  need  to  increase  our 
salaries  for  faculty,  place  growing  demands  on  us.  We 
cannot  become  complacent.  .  .  ."

The  large  room  in  the  basement  of  Johns  Auditorium 
is  now  equipped  as  a  recreation  center.  Two  ping-pong 
tables,  several  card  tables,  and  a  television  set  have  been 
installed  for  the  use  of  students. 

The  front  lobby  of  the  basement  has  been  arranged  as 
the  Alumni  Lounge,  formeily  in  Graham  Hall,  it  will 
be  used  for  the  entertainment  of  alumni  and  parents 
when  visiting  the  campus.

Southern  Literary  Messenger 
Presented  to  the  Library 

A  complete  lile  of  the  ."^oullicni  Lilcrary  Messenger 
has  been  presented  to  the  College  Library  by  Mr.  John 
H.  Hennoman,  '20.  of  Xew  York  City  and  Dr.  Richard 
II.  Henneman.  '29.  of  Charlottesville. 

This  handsome  set.  hound  in  half  morocco  and  in  near 
perfect  condition,  was  originally  in  the  library  of  the 
donors'  father.  Dr.  .Tolm  Bell  Henneman,  one  time  Pro- 
I'essor  of  English  and  History  at  Ham])den-Sydney  Col- 
lege and  later  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
at  the  University  of  the  South. 

Published  in'Pichmond  from  1834  until  1864,  the 
Snulheni  LUerary  Messenger  was  founded  "to  foster  and 
encourage  native  genius"' ;  but  it  was  largely  because  the 
periodical  was  less  sectional  than  its  contemporaries  that 
it  became  the  most  successful  magazine  of  the  South. 

The  fact  that  Edgar  Allan  Poe  was  editor  and  con- 
tributor (at  a  salary  of  $15.00  per  week)  from  1835 
through  1837  constitutes  its  chief  claim  to  fame.  How- 
ever, it  was  an  e.xcellent  literary  magazine  until  the  final 


years  of  the  war  when  it  was  reduced  to  printing  large 
numbers  of  reprints.  The  publication  finally  perished  in 
1864  as  Grant  was  approaching  liichmond. 

^\niile  Poe  was  editor  he  was  elected  to  honorary  mem- 
bership in  the  Union  Literary  Society  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Four  years  later  he  invited  the  Society  to  sub- 
scribe for  his  magazine. 

Aside  from  its  significance  to  the  history  of  Southern 
literature,  society,  and  ]>olitics,  the  Soulhern  Lilerary 
Messenger  is  of  the  first  importance  in  the  study  of  the 
development  of  Edgar  Allan  Poe,  as  well  as  such  writers 
as  Paul  Hamilton  Hayne,  Henry  Timrod,  William  Gil- 
more  Simms,  John  R.  Thompson,  and  George  AV.  Bagby. 

The  College  Library  has  been  greatly  enriched  l>y  the 
addition  of  this  .scarce  and  valuable  publication.

During  this  time  he  has  traveled 
over  175,000  miles  within  the  Presbytery,  has  cstalilished 
six  new  churches  as  the  orgaiuzing  i)astor,  has  assisted 
the  pastor  in  a  seventh,  and  advised  and  assisted  in 
another.  He  is  currently  pastor  of  the  ilaryland  Presby- 
terian Church  in  Baltimore. 

In  connection  with  his  Presbytery  work,  Mr.  Ham- 
mond has  jiroduced  two  feature  color  movies  on  work 
within  the  Preshytery  and  has  produced  three  feature 
color  and  sound  movies  for  the  General  Assembly's 
Hoard  of  Church  Extension.  They  are  being  widely 
used  in  the  church.

He  was  tutored  in  private  schools,  later 
attended  Hani]idcn-Sydne,v.  then  went  to  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute  where  he  graduated  in  civil  engineering.  He  s])ent 
his  life  in  the  railroad  business  with  the  "Big  Four"  and  in 
recent  years  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  rail- 
ways. He  retired  tifteen  years  ago  and  had  made  his  home  in 
Springfield  since  that  time. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Elizabeth  .Johnson, 
of  Springheld.  Illinois;  one  sister.  Mrs.  W.  (i.  Dunnington.  of 
Farmville.  \'irginia;  and  several  nieces  and  nephews,  among 
whom  are  James  William  Dunnington,  '11,  trustee  of  the  Col- 
lege, of  Farmville,  Virginia,  Walter  (irey  Dunnington,  Jr.,  '11, 
and  Dr.  .John  Hugh  Dunnington,  "11,  both  of  New  York  City. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  .Si)ring(ield,  Massachusetts, 
with  burial  in  the  Springfield  cemetery. 

PHLEGAR.  Hunter  Johnson  Phlegar,  '06,  died  following  a 
long  illness,  at  his  home  in  Christiansburg,  Virginia,  on  June 
8,  1957. 

A  native  of  Christiansburg,  Mr.  Phlegar  was  the  son  of  the 
late  Judge  and  Mrs.  Arclier  A.  Phlegar.  He  attended  the  pri- 
vate school  of  Mrs.  B.  G.  Spindle  in  Christiansburg  and  the 
private  school,  "Clay  Hill,"  in  Clark  County,  Virginia.  When 
the  late  Dr.  William  H.  Whiting,  .Jr.,  closed  this  private  school 
in  1002,  he  joined  the  faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney  College, 
taking  Mr.  Piilegar  with  him.  In  100(1  Mr.  Phlegar  graduated 
with  tile  degi'ce  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  received  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Laws  from  Washington  and  Lee  L'niversity.  I'pon 
graduation  he  engaged  in  the  practice  of  law  at  Christiansburg, 
being  active  also  in  church,  business,  and  civic  affairs.  He  was 
a  veteian  of  World  War  I.  serving  in  the  Adjutant's  Office, 
Personnel  Department,  at  Camp  Lee.  Virginia.  During  World 
War  II,  Mr.  Phlegar  was  Appeal  Agent  for  the  Selective  Ser- 
vice. 

ilr.  Phlegar  served  as  Assistant  Commissioner  of  Accounts, 
United  States  Commissioner  from  Montgomery  County,  and  for 
more  than  forty  years  as  ilaster  Commissioner  in  Chancery  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  ilontgomery  County.  He  was  a  director  of 
the  Bank  of  Christiansburg  from  .January,  1017,  until  1956; 
Vice-President  of  the  bank  from   1936  to   1051;   and  President 
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from  January  lt)51  until  January  1956,  when  failing  health 
necessitated  his  resignation.  In  the  Christiansburg  Presby- 
terian Church  he  was  a  deacon  for  many  years  and  an  elder 
from  193.3  until  his  death.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia 
and  American  Bar  Associations,  and  a  past  President  of  Mont- 
gomery-Floyd.   Radford    Bar    Association. 

In  1917  he  married  Miss  Nell  Baohman  of  Bristol,  Tennessee, 
who  survives  him.  Also  surviving  are  two  sisters,  Mrs.  Ella  P. 
Crosley  of  Philadelphia  and  Miss  Mary  Phlegar  of  Christians- 
burg. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  at  tlie  Christiansburg  Pres- 
liyterian  Church  by  the  pastor,  Dr.  Cothran  G.  Smith,  assisted 
by  a  former  pastor,  Dr.  Robert  L.  Kinnaird,  retired. 

Hunter  Phlegar  was  a  faithful  and  loyal  son  of  Hampden- 
Sydney.  He  was  liberal  in  his  giving  to  its  support,  and  until 
failing  health  prevented,  was  a  frequent  visitor  on  the  Hill. 


TAYLOR.  Dr.  James  H.  Taylor,  long  time  friend  of  Hampden- 
.Sydney  College,  died  on  Tuesday,  August  6,  1957,  in  Charleston, 
South  Carolina.   He  was  eighty-live  .years  old. 

Dr.  Taylor  was  a  native  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  He 
graduated  from  Yale  University  in  1894.  During  the  admini- 
stration of  \A"oodrow  Wilson,  Dr.  Taylor  was  pastor  of  the 
Central   Presbyterian   Cliurch  in   Washington,   and   the  pastor 


of  the  President.  In  1952  Dr.  Taylor's  book.  "Woodrow  Wilson 
in  Church,"  was  published.  This  was  reviewed  in  tlie  January 
1953  issue  of  The  Recgru. 

After  his  retirement  in  1943,  Dr.  Taylor  returned  to  Charles- 
ton to  make  his  home  with  liis  sisters.  These  sisters,  the 
Misses  Alice  R.  and  Ruth  W.  Taylor,  survive,  as  does  a  brother, 
Herbert  Taylor,  of  Richmond,  Virginia. 

Dr.  Taylor's  last  visit  to  Hampden-Sydney  was  in  1941, 
when  he  delivered  the  baccalaureate  sermon  to  the  graduating 
class  in  College  Church  at  the  .June  commencement. 

Through  the  years  Dr.  Taylor  liad  the  interest  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  at  heart.  This  interest  found  tangible  results  when  he 
influenced  Colonel  George  E.  Adamson  to  establish  a  scholar- 
ship at  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  memory  of  his  wife  and 
himself.  By  this  gift  of"  .$20,U00,  a  $500  scholarship  is  made 
available  each  year  to  that  outstanding  Senior  who  by  his 
financial  need,  his  character,  and  his  promise  most  deserves  its 
benefits. 

As  pastor  of  Central  Cliurch  in  Washington,  Dr.  Taylor 
pointed  many  young  men  toward  Hampden-Sydney.  Under  the 
leadership  of  the  late  Reverend  A.  .J.  McKelwaj-  and  the  present 
pastorate  of  Dr.  G.  G.  Lacy,  Jr.,  this  church  forms  a  strong- 
hold of  Hampden-Sydney  support  in  the  Washington  area.  Dr. 
Tavlor's  affection  and  loyaltv  to  Hampden-Sydnev  continue 
to  be  felt.
